Among the prime requisites of successful spot-news 
photography are luck—happening to be on the spot 
when something pictureworthy occurs—and enter- 
prise—getting into hard places. This week LIFE 
shows some extraordinary pictures obtained by each 
method, those by luck on page 82, those by enterprise 
on pages 30 and 31. But the top news pictures of the 
week, secured by a combination of both luck and en- 
terprise, do not appear in this issue and up to LIFE’s 
press time had not been printed anywhere.

skilled American engineers and mechanies and the rest Negro, Spanish and 
Italian day laborers—were bending their backs to the titanic task. And 
famed Dr. William C, Gorgas was well advanced on his great victory over 
malaria and yellow fever (symbolized by graves at lower right of painting) 
which for centuries had made the verdant Isthmus of Panama one of the 
world’s plague spots, If anything more was needed to assure the ebullient 
Teddy Roosevelt of the ultimate success of the project, it was the 100% 
American spirit displayed by some workmen who had painted for his bene- 
fit on the side of one of the steam shovels: “WE WILL DO OUR BEST 
TO HELP YOU DIG IT.” 

The building of the Panama Canal is a great and glorious chapter in 
American history. But the story of the way in which America acquired 
the canal zone is something for righteous, aggressor-hating citizens of 1939 
to ponder, ‘The Universal Inter-Oceanie Canal Co., a French concern 
headed by Suez Canal Builder Ferdinand de Lesseps, scooped the first 
earth for a Panama canal in 1882, Yellow fever and malaria, plus spec- 
tacular waste and graft, laid the French low. In 1889 the company, having 
spent $260,000,000, which represented the life savings of 600,000 French- 
men, went bankrupt, A shadowy New Panama Canal Co. was organized 
in 1894 to take over the wreckage. 

At the turn of the century, expansive Americans were growing eager to 
build an inter-oceanic canal. But most public officials, including Theodore 
Roosevelt, favored a route through Nicaragua. Into the breach as lobby- 
ists for the New Panama Canal Co. stepped two historic characters. One 
was Philippe Bunau-Varilla, French adventurer who had been chief engi- 
neer of the old company. The other was William Nelson Cromwell, New 
York lawyer who eventually presented an $800,000 bill for his services. 
Lobbyist Cromwell, who was later charged with having donated 860,000 to

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“TR. in Panama” (coninues) the Republican National Committee and 

billed it to his client as necessary expense, 
persuaded the Republican national con- 
vention of 1900 to endorse an “Isthmian 
canal” instead of a “Nicaraguan canal.” 
Lobbyist Bunau-Varilla busied himself in 
Washington, saw President McKinley, 
won a powerful ally in Senator-Boss Mark 
Hanna. A providential volcanic eruption 
in Nicaragua in 1902 helped clinch the 
deal. Price for the French concession and 
property in Panama was set at $40,000,- 
000. But Congress stipulated that the 
Nicaraguan route was still to be followed 
if satisfactory arrangements could not be 
made with the Republic of Colombia, 
of which Panama was then a part. 

And Colombia balked, Secretary of State John Hay and the Colombian 
chargé d'affaires in Washington signed a treaty providing that Colombia 
was to get $10,000,000 in gold and an annual $250,000 for canal rights. 
‘The treaty also stipulated, presumably at the request of Lobbyist Crom- 
well, that the Colombian government could not negotiate directly with 
the New Panama Canal Co., i.c., could not demand a share of its $40,000, 
000. Spluttering about limitations on its sovereignty, the Colombian 
Government held out for a $15,000,000 down payment and a $15,000,000 
cut from the French stockholders. 

President Roosevelt raged privately at “those contemptible little crea- 
tures in Bogota,” prepared to take the canal zone by simple force of 
arms. But Bunau-Varilla and his friends, 
who were in constant touch with the 
President and Secretary of State, had 
a better plan. In Room 1162 of New 
York’s old Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, Bunau- 
Varilla, putting up $100,000 cash, laid 
final plans with a Panamanian patriot 
named Dr, Manuel Amador for a Panama 
revolution. An uprising took place as 
scheduled on Nov. 3, 1903, U.S. war- 
ships, conveniently at hand, prevented 
Colombian troops from attempting to 
put down the rebellion. ‘The Republic of 
Panama was proclaimed on Nov. 6. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt got the news at 11:35 
a.m. One hour and 16 min, later U. 8, consuls in Panama City and Colon 
were instructed to recognize the new government. Eleven days later, Bu- 
nau-Varilla, acting as Minister from Panama, concluded a treaty with Sec- 
retary Hay by which Panama ceded a ten-mile-wide canal zone to the U. S. 
for $10,000,000 down and $250,000 a year (same terms offered to Colom! 
and the New Panama Canal Co.’s $40,000,000 was preserved intact. 

The U. S. Treasury promptly paid over the $40,000,000 to J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. for delivery to the company stockholders. Simmering charges 
that prominent Americans had been among the largest of those stock- 
holders came to a head in 1908 when President Roo: ed the New 
York World and Indianapolis News which had led in airing them, for 
criminal libel. The U. S. Supreme Court dismissed the case. Despite 
two Congressional investigations, the names of the stockholders who got 
the $40,000,000 have never been revealed. 

In 1921, the U.S. paid bereft Colombia $25,000,000 “conscience money.”

ADOPTING GHILDREN 


AMERICAN PARENTS FIND 


In the past 20 years, the 

U. S. has grown very 
conscious of the facts of 
child adoption. Today, 
with morechildrenadopt- 
ed than ever before, 
news of adopted children 
breaks daily in the press. 
With much fanfare movie 
stars, too busy to bear 
their own children, be- 
come foster mothers. The 
President and the Sen- 
ate ponder the question of permitting 20,000 Ger- 
man refugee children to enter the country as foster 
children. The President's wife becomes the foster 
mother of a Spanish orphan by contributing $9 a 
month for his support. And very quietly, all over 


GOING TO A NEW HOME 


the country, a growing number of childless parents 
are discovering that the warm satisfaction of having 
a child is little diminished by the fact that the child 
was born to someone else. 

‘There are in the U. S. today 250,000 dependent 
children who are orphans because their parents are 
dead or because they cannot support them. There 
are also in the U. 8. probably 50,000 adults who are 
anxious to adopt a dependent child—one foster 
parent for every five children. And yet last year 
only 16,000 children were legally adopted. ‘The 
unhappy paradox of child adoption today is that, 
with plenty of children available, the number of 
people willing to adopt a child is greater than the 
number of children adopted. 

Many of these 250,000 dependent children are not 
legally adoptable. Half of them will eventually be 
reclaimed by parents, and even when the family ties 


IT WORKS 


are more apparent than real, they must be respected. 
Other children are not adoptable because of religion 
or legal red tape. 

Today the American Family is breaking up. The 
Family as a unit no longer takes care of its depend- 
ent, whether old or young, so quickly and willingly 
as it once did. Once, when a child was orphaned, he 
was taken in by relatives. This comfortable custom 
is slowly passing. Dependent children must rely 
more and more on public agencies to place them in 
homes. There are at least 40,000 dependent young- 
sters who are potential foster children. They are not 
adopted because the mechanism for finding children 
for parents and parents for children is not adequate 
for the changing times. There are more orphanages 
than adoptive agencies and most orphanages are 
more concerned with supporting children 
on the premises than with finding homes for them.

the children at left are the kind which foster parents 

can adopt. They are gay, charming, intelligent. 
But you, as a foster parent, would probably pass 
most of them by. Most of them are too old. For a 
dependent child, old age begins at 6. Once past that 
age, a child’s chance of adoption . Foster par- 
ents want young babies they can cuddle and mold. 
They are afraid that older children will be hard to 
fit into their lives. But an older child’s more devel- 
oped personality makes it simpler to determine if it 
is the kind the parent would want. 

Alll but two or three of these dependent children 
live in institutions. ‘The exceptions are better off.

CAN ADOPT 


They are boarded out to foster homes where they 
are treated as individuals. Next to adoption, board- 
ing out is best for dependent children. ‘The happy 
trend today is toward shutting down orphanages, 
using their funds to support children in foster homes. 

Once parents have adopted a child, they worry 
over telling the child that it has been adopted. All 
children should be told. To make it simpler, Valen- 
tina P. Wasson has written The Chosen Baby (Car- 
rick & Evans) which a foster child can read for him- 
self. Its illustrations, shown below, tell how a 
child today is adopted. Like the Wife of her story,

FAMOUS FOSTER 
PARENTS SET A 
GOOD EXAMPLE 


Nene does more to get people interested in adopt- 
ing a child than the suecessful example of other 
foster parents. In her day, Mrs. Finley Shepard 
made adoption fashionable. In our times, the fashion 
is set by movie, radio and theater stars whose pub- 
licized happiness with foster children is a fine adver- 
tisement for the virtues of adoption. 

Four out of five adoptions work very successfully 
both for the parents and for the cl 
least as good as found in natural families. When chil- 
dren are placed through agencies, whose procedure 
is very thorough, the adoptions work almost twice as 
well as those in which a friend or relative’s child is 
adopted, or one is haphazardly sought.

work of agencies is growing, only 6,000 of the 16,000 
children adopted last year were placed through them. 
Agencies take great care in matching up parents and 
children. They give the child complete physical and 
mental tests, such as the blonde little girl on page 57 
is taking, and make known its entire background, 
but not its identity, to the parents. 

Parents, however, are often hard to please. They 
want children who resemble them, often try to get a 
child which looks like both the mother and father at 
the same time. Negro parents always want a child 
whose skin is their shade. Although most natural 
parents usually want a boy for their first-born, foster 
parents curiously enough prefer girls. ‘There is usu- 
ally a rush to adopt children before Christmas, most, 
people not realizing that it usually takes months be- 
fore an agency finds the right child for the right 
parents.

One curious fact about adoption 
is that, by adopting a child, some childless couples 
have cured themselves of sterility which was only 
psychological. ‘To their great delight, they have been 
able after adoption to bear children of their own, 
Once legally adopted, a child has virtually all the 
rights and privileges one’s own child has. But before 
some adoptions are formally approved, the child is 
kept in a foster home for six to twelve months while 
the agency checks up to sce if the arrangement is 
proving successful. If not, the child is withdrawn, 
Adoption as a recognized custom stretches far back 
through civilization. Moses was a famous adopted 
child. Until the last century, one form of adoption 
iced was “indenture” by which a dependent 
child was bound out to a family to work for its living 
until it came of age. A much abused practice, inden- 
ture often crippled children by overwork. Modern 
adoption standards came to the in 1851, when 
Massachusetts passed model laws. Until 1920, adop- 
tion procedure was loosely administered, But in the 
past two decades, most States have passed laws 
which make adoption a safer and a happier thing.

uring the coronation of King George and Queen Elizabeth, a Lon- 

don newspaper set up ‘‘cheermeters’” to measure the volume of 
sound from the crowds at various points on the route of the royal 
Procession. The microphone registered mechanically what was 
apparent to everyone. It was Queen Mary's show. Wherever the 
Queen Mother's coach passed, a roar burst from the densely packed 
throngs. They cheered the King and Queen, too, but not with that 
spontancous shout that paid such deep tribute to the life and work of 
this remarkable woman who will go down in history with her 
husband as one of the most beloved monarchs of England 

“Go and ask your mother," the late King George used to say when 
cone of his children came to him with a difficult question. '*May"’ was 
always so sensible and would know best. And to his advisers His 
Majesty often remarked: “This is a matter on which I must have the 
Queen's advice."’ In the course of the evening, which the royal couple 
always spent together unless macters of State prevented—he with a 
detective thriller on his knee, she busy with her needlework—they 
would discuss the day’s events. And "May's" opinions generally 
became the King’s. His peppery temper never ruffled her. Calmly but 
firmly, she could always bring him around. At York Cottage once, 
the King was sitting near the fireplace after dinner with a group of 
men, the Queen with some ladies in a corner of the drawing room. 
His Majesty suggested that a window be opened. When the Queen 
declared in a quarter-deck tone: “Bur it’s so damned hot, 
“If you took your feet out of the fireplace,”” she replied 
quietly, ‘‘and came and sat where I'm sitting, you'd feel as 1 do— 
damned cold!"’ The windows were not opened and seats were ex- 
changed. 

Queen Mary is no longer mistress of Buckingham Palace. The 
Ministers, who so carefully regulate the Royal Family's policies, and 
the Queen Mother herself have decided that she must step back to 
avoid interfering with the popularization of the new monarchs. She 
has carefully withdrawn from the limelight and her public appear- 
ances are rare. But to the average Briton, the Grand Old Lady of 
Marlborough House remains the stalwart of the realm. And “the

children" still ask her first when in doubt over problems and dif 
culties. At 71 she is as keen and quick as ever, her cyes as bright, 
her carriage as regal, her instince as unfailing. 

‘At Marlborough House, the Queen Mother lives a comparatively 
quiet life—a welcome respite from over 25 years of hard, self-sac- 
rificing work. Running the second largest Royal residence in Lon- 
don, at a cost of about $10,000 a month, is no small task. She runs 
it meticulously, supervising every houschold detail herself. A long 
training at Buckingham Palace has taught her to economize on 
every minute. Her day begins, as it has for years, when her “early 
tea’’ is brought in at 8:00 a.m. She dresses, goes into her sitting 
room and, while she skims through the Times and the Daily Tele 
graph and opens her personal mail, her hair is arranged in chat 
flawless pattern which has been famous for half a century. After 
breakfast at 9:30, the tremendous daily volume of fan mail is dealt 
with, All sorts of letters from all sores of people. She reads cach 
one, scribbles the gist of the reply she wishes sent on the back of the 
envelope for her secretaries to attend to. Then comes the household 
inspection. Marlborough House has 200 rooms and each one must 
be in perfect order. Her practiced eyes see even the thinnest layer of 
dust. Then come the menus for the day and the household accounts 
Every bill, a voucher for every penny spent, crosses Queen Mary's 
desk. Prime Minister Baldwin once remarked to his Cabinet: “If 
we could only have Her Majesty as Chancellor of the Exchequer!” 
After that, her morning appointments begin. No longer does she 
have a “work map," one of those extraordinary charts distributed 
to all active members of the Royal Family, marking out their jobs 
for the year according to the region of England and the type of 
population before which they have to appear. But she does still 
have over 100 charities that she visits regularly. What time remains 
she divides beeween her home, her hobbies, her friends and her 
grandchildren. 


“May” and “Georgie” were childhood playmates 


Marlborough House itself holds many memories for the Queen 
Mother. One memorable day, 69 years ago, the Duchess of Teck 
wrote to Alexandra, Princess of Wales: “Little Mary is now old 
enough to play with little Georgie."” The children liked one an- 
other and out of their childish friendship grew a partnership thaz 
was to last a lifetime. In those days, the jovial, boisterous Edward— 
then Prince of Wales, later King Edward VII—kept the social life of 
London going in the great rooms of Marlborough House while 
Queen Victoria continued to mourn her beloved Albert in the seclu- 
sion of Windsor Castle. In the huge, pompous “main. salon, 
framed by Laguerre’s imposing paintings of the Duke of Marlbor- 
ough’s victories in France, the notables of that glittering era were 
entertained. In the large red drawing room, Edward's wife, the 
beautiful Alexandra—so impatient co become Queen—held court 
The impressive halls are quieter now but not much changed. The 
ponderous Victorian library has been altered, its rows of false book- 
backs taken out. The heavy red plush has been replaced by lighter 
material. But the whole remains essentially a piece of Victoria's 
England. And so does the Queen Mother. All the rules of Court 
etiquette are strictly enforced on her callers. And the dictum which 
she enforced when she became Queen 29 years ago—"I will not have 
anyone around me about whom there is a breath of scandal"’"—is still 
the inflexible law. This is the Queen Mary of popular conception— 
autocratic, severe and unapproachable. But her friends, who are

entertained in che small green sitting room at the “‘informal” parties 
she likes to give, see a different person—an understanding, kindly 
woman with a keen sense of humor. Among her closest friends who 
frequently come to see her are Cosmo Gordon Lang, the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, and Earl Baldwin of Bewdley, formerly Prime Minis- 
ter Baldwin. 

Queen Mary's principal hobby is collecting china and old silver. 
She is no dilettante, She has studied exhaustively and knows values 
to the shilling. And her love of bargaining has cost many Bond 
Street antique dealers dear. "£200, Ma'am,” says the merchant. 
"£120," murmurs the Queen Mother. In vain he tries to extol the 
merits of the piece. “"Is my offer satisfactory?” she finally incer- 
rupts, politely but wich that rise of an eyebrow which brooks no 
furcher argument. “Certainly, Ma'am,” lamely agrees the dealer. 
And the price as she sets it is invariably fair. There is no art exhibit 
of importance in London which she does not visit. 


She teaches “Lillibet” to be a queen 


But her main interest lies with her grandchildren, “‘Lillibet’’ and 
Margaret Rose. Every Monday afternoon, when the family is in 
London, Queen Mary is driven up to the Palace in her green Daimler 
to call for the children. She cakes hem to places of interest around 
the city—the Tower of London, the British Muscum, Westminster 
Abbey—patiently explains their history and answers “*Lillibet's"* 
countless questions. There is noe a part of the vase British Museum 
that the Queen Mother docs not know. Case for case, painting for 
painting she shows to the children, holding them entranced with the 
endless stories and reminiscences she conjures up with each one. A 
curator who was present when Queen Mary cook them through the 
Egyptian section told the writer of snatches of conversation that he 
had overheard. Into her historically very accurate description of the 
Pharaohs, the wise old lady injected a practical lecture on modern 
kingship for the benefit of little Elizabeth that the future Queen of 
England will probably never forget. “Elizabeth must be taught to 
be a queen, but she must not be spoiled," the Queen Mother fre- 
quently says—with emphasis. And wisely, King George and Queen 
Elizabeth are leaving the details to ““Grandmama.” 

It is not so simple. Elizabeth is a headstrong child and very 
conscious of her position. The sudden change from the homey, 
normal atmosphere of the house on Hyde Park Corner—where the 
present King and Queen lived simply before Edward’s abdication— 
to the glories and trappings of Buckingham Palace and the cheering 
of the crowd have affected the imagination of the little girl, as 
they well might, Buc “Granny” has her own methods. Some time 
ago Queen Mary took Elizabeth shopping with her. While they 
were in the store, a crowd gathered on the sidewalk outside. Ex- 
citedly, litcle Elizabeth dashed from the counter to the window and 
back, pulling at her grandmother. Finally she burst out: “Do hurry, 
Granny. There are so many people waiting to see me come out."” A 
cure command from Queen Mary, and a tearful little girl was led 
out of a back exit by a lady-in-waiting and taken home. On an- 
other occasion, Elizabeth said something about “when Iam Queen."* 
Frostily, in the Victorian manner, her grandmother replied: “Be- 
fore you become a queen, my dear, you will have to learn how to 
be a lady.” 

Princess Elizabeth's formal education is also carefully watched by 
the Queen Mother with an eye to the future. Beside the usual read- 
ing, writing and arithmetic, “Lillibet’” is already beginning to spe- 
cialize in studies that will be useful to her later on. European and

Ac lunch, she sces her mother 
for the first time during the day. Then lessons again until four. At 
teatime, which the family always spends alone, the happy little 
chatterbox really gets a chance to talk with her parents. And after 
that the children are allowed ro play until supper. The Queen sees 
to it that other children join the two sisters for play during that 
time. She feels that it is importance for them to lead as normal a life 
as possible. “Lillibet’” and Margaret have organized a Girl Scout 
troop from among the children of the Court officials, and the large 
park behind Buckingham Palace becomes a happy hunting ground 
where rough and tumble, barked shins and minor childish calami- 
ties restore at least a part of the normality of which Royalty in a 
Palace is generally deprived 

One reason why the Queen Mother is so solicitous is the experi- 
ence of her own carly life. She, like the present King and Queen, 
was not to the Palace born. Her father and mother, the Duke and 
Duchess of Teck, often had a hard time making ends mect. They 
were not well-endowed like the rest of England’s paramount nobil- 
ity. Francis, the Duke of Teck, was the son of a Hungarian Countess 
who had married Duke Alexander of Wiirttemberg. Since the Coun- 
tess was not of Royal blood, Duke Alexander's son was cur from the 
succession. And when Francis, weary of the little German principal- 
ity, came to England, he had little more than his title. But his charm 
conquered the younger daughter of the Duke of Cambridge and in 
1866 Mary Adelaide, by special permission of Queen Victoria, be- 
came his wife. 


The Tecks have to watch pennies 


A few years later Princess May, present Queen Mother of England, 
was born. “Jolly Adelaide’’—as the Duchess of Teck was known— 
was no careful manager. The family ran inco debt, the expense of 
Kensington Palace was beyond their means and finally they moved 
to Italy for a year and a half while their fortune was being repaired. 
Princess May never forgot the lessons taught by those 18 months. 
She gave up her piano lessons, of which she was so fond, to learn 
sewing and housekeeping, French and German which she found 
easy, and Italian, with which she had great trouble. She was forced 
to mind every penny. And during those days in Italy, far away from 
the bustle of London life, she became interested in the study of art 
which has meant so much to her all during her life. Back in London, 
Princess May—a modest, charming girl with a beauty inherited 
from her Hungarian grandmother, saw much of her cousins—Albert, 
the Duke of Clarence, and Prince George. And of Queen Victoria— 
who took a great fancy to the “'simple, unassuming young creacure”” 
who would, unlike the rest of the family, sie with her doing needle- 
work by the hour and listen patiently to Her Majesty's endless stor- 
ies of Albere, of Edward's misdeeds, and her own ideas of che world 
in general. 

Both Albert and Prince George were in love with Princess May— 
she with Prince George. But Victoria the Autocrat decreed other-

died. Reluctantly, a year later, Victoria gave her consent and Prin- 
cess May became the wife of Prince George, Duke of York. Through 
the years that followed, she spent the happiest time of her life. Five 
sons and a daughter were born. She was a proud and loving mother. 
Not that the life of the Royal Family always went smoothly. Queen 
Victoria was a tyrant who governed her family, like her Empire, 
with an iron hand. She would send for “May” and “May” had to 
go. Not a detail of the family’s life escaped the old Queen and she 
felt ic her duty to “straighten everything oue’’—generally ar the 
expense of everyone's happiness.

When Victoria died, and Edward VII came to the throne, there 
was no great improvement. One of the present Duke of Windsor's 
keenest boyhood recollections is a breakfast table incident with his 
grandfather. The young prince had spilled something on the table- 
cloth. “Damn you, boy,” roared the King and pitched a melon at 
the youngster with all his might. Then he sat back and bellowed 
with laughter until the tears ran down his cheeks. He was similarly 
difficult with the rest of the family on occasion. But most of the 
time, the Yorks spent at Sandringham. George was happiest when he 
could play the country squire, with his guns and his dogs, on the 
beautiful estate in a comfortable small house that made formality 
and pomp impossible. Here “"May"’ was happiest also, with her 
children, che gardens, the forests and the simple life she loved. This 
lasted until May 6, 1910, when King Edward VII died. “George” 
and “May” became the King and Queen of England 

They were not popular at first. King Edward with his jovial man- 
ner, his irrepressible humor, his colorful personality and his flair for 
statesmanship had made a deep impression on the English people. 
Little was known of the new monarchs except that King George 
was a rather dour, peppery man who could never quite control the 
quarter-deck voice that he had developed during his years in the 
Navy. But Queen Mary went to work with a will. Buckingham 
Palace was cleaned and aired from cellar to attic. The court lists 
were purged of undesirables. The petulance of Queen Alexandra and 
the brilliant bue slovenly administration of King Edward were 
replaced by a smoothly running machine that functioned like clock- 
work. Industrial fairs were given Royal patronage at the proper 
moment, the work of the Royal Family was co-ordinated, and a 
fresh breeze began to blow in London. The Foreign Office, the India 
and Colonial Offices, the Board of Trade, the Industrialists could 
rely on the Palace to do the right thing at the right time. The 
King instituted the custom of staying in London over the week- 
end—discouraging the Friday to Sunday flight from the capital 
which damaged the merchants so heavily. His Majesty appeared 
at theaters, at the opera, at art exhibitions—sometimes obviously 
grouchy and at "’M. insistence. But he appeared and London 
flourished 

‘And then came the War. The King and Queen were tireless. From 
early morning until late at night, they inspected, exhorted, encour- 
aged the nation. Meals at the Palace were cut to one meat course a 
day. To save coal, heating was restricted to a minimum, hot baths 
to one a week for each member of the houschold. All the thousand 
and one necessary things were done to make the nation feel that 
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their monarchs were with them, heart and soul, in their tremendous 
struggle. And by the time the War was over, King George and Queen 
Mary were the father and mother of England. In the difficult years 
that followed, the Queen was quick to perceive the social revolution 
that was brewing below the surface. When the Labor Party came 
into power, she had a difficule time with the King. His whole tradi- 
tional conservatism, his naval training, and his resentment against 
innovations welled up within him. One day he said bitterly to one 
of the Labor leaders—"‘I suppose you will want me to leave here 
pretty soon. And I shall have no place to go.” “I don't think so, 
Your Majesty,” replied the bluff worker. “And if anyone should 
suggest it, you can always stay with me, Sir.” That helped to break 
him down and finally Queen Mary persuaded him to meet “the 
damned reds" at Lady Asquith’s house in Se. James's Square. He 
found that they were not so bad, after all, and even permitced the 
Queen to invite some of them down to Sandringham and Windsor 
for week-ends. Again, “May” had averted crouble. 


The Jubilee and the King’s death 


No one who saw the Jubilee in London in 1935 will ever forget it. 
For hours, densely packed crowds stood in front of Buckingham 
Palace and roared ‘‘God Save the King,”’ “Rule Britannia’’ and ‘For 
He's a Jolly Good Fellow”’ again and again. Whenever the King and 
Queen appeared on the balcony, the cheering that greeted them could 
be heard all over the city. And when King George broadcast his 
Jubilee message to the Empire and with a choke in his throat said 

. my wife and I chank you... ,”" the writer saw tears in the 
eyes of even the most hardened of newspapermen. It was no mass 
hysteria or synthetically manufactured sentiment that one saw on 
the faces in the street. It was personal admiration and love for 
two people who with infinite tact and patience, with all the ges- 
tures dear to the heart of an Englishman, had done a good "job of 
work." 

The death of the King was a hard blow to Queen Mary, Bur as 
hard a one was to follow. She adored her eldest son. “*David"’ was 
unconventional. He took after his grandfather Edward—with 
whom he had always got along well, despite the incident with the 
melon. Asa little boy he had not been daunted even by his great 
grandmother Victoria. He had crawled under the dinner table once 
in her presence, paralyzing all witnesses with the fear that a thun- 
derbolt would descend and annihilate him. The Queen was “‘not 
amused,"” David was cold to get back in his chair, but nothing furth- 
er happened. With his father he was less popular. Even on easy 
rides at Sandringham, he kept falling off his horse. “Damn the 
boy,” bellowed the irritated King once in the presence of a large 
gathering. “Why the devil can’t he stay in his saddle?” And he con- 
fided sorrowfully afcerwards to Queen Mary and a group of friends 
that he was afraid David would never be a sportsman. During his 
career in the Navy, “the sardine”’—as his fellow-midshipmen called 
him—was always inciting his colleagues to more or less serious 
breaches of order. His father, a strict believer in Navy discipline, 
would be furious. Bue between Queen Mary's intercession, and 
David's penitence, His Majesty would finally come around and say 
with a sigh, “Takes after his grandfather, I suppose. Well, he just 
mustn't do it again." David’s success as goodwill ambassador dur- 
ing the later years mollified his irascible parent somewhat. But 


Mary's best friend is the Archbishop of Canterbury. An official once re- 
“There are two real kings of England—Queen Mary and the Archbishop."* 
Bat since George VI's Coronation no observers claim that she is usurping any power. 
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shortly before his’ death His Majesty remarked, “Damn it! Why 
docsn’t the boy get married? He's sure to get into mischief else.” 
Even Queen Mary was unable to accomplish that. 

Soon after the proclamation of Edward VIII as King, the trouble 
began. Old, influential friends came to Queen Mary and, regardless 
of her grief, cold her stories of “this impossible American woman.” 
Then Mrs. Simpson made some serious mistakes. She persuaded 
Edward to dismiss various court officials who had refused to take 
her orders and been “rude” to her. They were old favorites of King 
George and promptly went to the Queen Mother with their stories. 
Alarmed, Queen Mary sent for her son and demanded an explana- 
tion. But Edward, with his old skill, twisted his mother around his 
finger. He wanted to have his friends at the Palace, as every King 
was entitled to, he said. And as for Mrs. Simpson, she was the best 
thing chat had ever happened to him. She had persuaded him to cut 
down his drinking, had given him new interests in life, and was 
the sort of companion he needed.

Edward finally even got his mother to invite Mrs. Simpson to 
Marlborough House for lunch. Mrs. Simpson came, talked cooking 
and embroidery to Her Majesty with charm and simplicity and told 
her what a fascinating young man her son was. Queen Mary con- 
cluded that the young woman was sensible and sincere and under- 
stood her position. And resolutely shut her ears co furcher gossip— 
until, one fateful November day in 1936, the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury came to call. Cosmo Gordon Lang was Queen Victoria's 
favorite Court Chaplain, A clever diplomat and an expert in Palace 
politics, che canny, sharp-tongued Scot became a close friend to King 
George V and wielded a powerful influence over him, And as “Pri- 
mate of all England’” he exercised a power second only to that of the 
Prime Minister. Queen Mary listened to him and was soon convinced 
that something must be done. Again Edward was summoned. But 
this time his mother was adamant. The scandal had got out of hand. 
He must give up this woman. Bue Edward coo was firm. For the 
first time in his life, he raised his voice to her and she knew then— 
as she later told some friends—that she was beaten. But in the 
stormy weeks that followed, she tried again and again. She pleaded 
and threatened, cajoled and stormed, tried everything she could 
think of to avoid the inevitable. 

The full history of those desperate family councils will probably 
never be written. To the Queen Mother it meant not only the loss of 
her favorite son—her pride and joy—but the destruction of the 
prestige and ideal of monarchy which she had worked so hard for so 
many years to build up. When Prime Minister Baldwin came to her 
with the final news of the abdication, he found a broken woman. 
With choking voice, she dictated her message to the nation. Eng- 
land should not judge her “beloved son’’ too harshly and should re- 
member and be thankful to him for the great services he had done 
his country. 

But Queen Mary could not and did not lay down her burden. If 
ever the monarchy needed a strong hand on the helm, it was now. 
And it was she, not Baldwin or the Archbishop, who steered the 
ship again into clear water. Outwardly calm as ever, she attended 
to her Christmas shopping, visited the smoking ruins of the Crystal 
Palace, and demonstrated to all of London that business would go 
on as usual, Immediately she took Queen Elizabeth in hand, showed

Ie was not casy for "Bertie" to find himself suddenly King George 
VI. All his life, he had stood in the shadow of his brilliant clder 
brother. His stammering made him shy and no one had ever paid 
much attention to the quiet, retiring boy. His brothers, when they 
all were children, used to leave him out of their games and secrets — 
as they did in later life, also. The Duke of Kent adored Edward, 
hero-worshiped him, and jumped at his brother's command. "“Ber- 
tie” just wasn’t the kind co join in their pranks and, later, in their 
escapades. His father frightened him, too. King George had a rough 
tongue and a salty humor, and “Bertie” always took everything His 
Majesty said very seriously. At the Royal Naval College at Osborne, 
where Prince Edward was already entrenched as popular hero when 
Prince Albert arrived co begin his education, ‘Bertie’ showed the 
effects of his early years. The other midshipmen found him difficule 
to get at, over-serious, fussy. Every rule of the College he followed 
to the leteer and plodded his way through the studies thac were 
aidicalefor Kim. “Che endless magueaistics of guaiety 4k] etl 
tion tortured him. His marks were low. Bue he kept on with the 
pertinacity thar is one of the strongest traits of his character. The 
few officers who really came to know him saw a shy, sensitive boy 
who liked to be liked but generally defeated himself in the attempe 
After months of knowing someone, he would finally nerve him 
self to a conversation, begin it wich sudden enthusiasm and, sccing 
the look of surprise on the other's face, stop as abruptly and walk 
away. 

During the War, while Edward again was the spectacular hero, 
Prince Albert spent weary months with the Fleet at Scapa Flow. 
When the Battle of Jutland was finally fought, he saw litcle of ic 
from a turret of the cruiser Collingwood where he was second in com- 
mand of the battery. He finally persuaded his father to let him join 
the Royal Air Force in France but, at His Majesty’s command, he 
was kept on the ground and away from any danger that might 
threaten. The only spectacular thing he was allowed to do was co 
ride into Brussels with che Belgian King at the end of the war. 


The future King has to inspect factories 


In the years that followed, while Edward made his brilliant way 
as world traveler and Britain's goodwill ambassador, Prince Albert 
was assigned by his father to the inspection of factories and the 
organization of industrial welfare, all over England. It was a dull 
job, the Prince often remarked wryly, but he did it without com- 
plaine. His one great joy was the boys’ camp which he started at 
Southwold to provide summer-holidays for the poor boys whose 
misery had so affected him during his tours of the industrial arcas. 
Here, as ““Great Chief” among the youngsters, he felt happy and 
worked hard for an idea that was to spread all over England and 
give thousands of underprivileged children a new stare in life. 


When in 1923 Prince Albert married Lady Elizabeth Bowes- 
Lyon, he found a perfect companion. Ar Glamis Castle, the home of 


het $ parents, Elizabeth had heen f brought up in the simple life of a 
Scottish laird. The farmers, the “‘gillies,"" who lived around the 
ancient pile, the household servants and the family itself lived in 
the Scotch manner as one big family. Elizabeth had been taught to 
cook and sew, her luxuries were few and her tastes simple. “It was 
so much nicer to be just a plain, everyday person,” she remarks on 
occasion to her friends. When Prince Albert fell in love with her, 
she hesitated for a long time. She was afraid that he had been 
“advised” to marry her—until she knew him better. London, as 
she often said at the time, had no attractions for her. Finally, she 
consented. It has been a very happy marriage.

With these two people, Queen Mary set to work to rebuild the 
position which Edward had blasted. Her success has been ex- 
traordinarily rapid. "Bertie," theshy nervous boy, has changed intoa 

raceful, dignified Monarch. His stammering corrected, he now 
speaks slowly bue strongly, not brilliantly, as his brother did, but 
well enough for what is required of him. At first, after his accession, 
his nervousness ac facing large crowds almost undid what many 
hard hours with Lionel Logue, the Harley Street speech specialist, 
had taught him, But Elizabeth, near him on the stand—though on 
tenterhooks herself—would keep nodding and smiling and somehow 
he would get through his speech. With experience he has lost his 
nervousness almost entirely. And the forced grin has developed into 
an easy laugh. He takes a deep interest in State affairs, reads care- 
fully all che reports that come to him and the documents that he 
has to sign. But he never questions the opinions of Prime Minister 
Chamberlain and follows his instructions ro the letter. 

Queen Elizabeth has also done very well. During the recent 
Royal visit co Paris, she did her job like a veteran. “Ie was amaz- 
ing,” a French diplomat told the writer, "to watch and see her 
always do the right thing ar the right momene."” And when Presi- 
dent and Madame Lebrun arrived in London on a return visit—of 
such great political importance—the whole complicated ceremonial 
of Buckingham Palace ran like clockwork without a hitch. The 
Queen had supervised every detail. And the Queen Mother had rea- 
son to be proud of her work. 

The breach has been repaired. Conversations with bankers and 
taxi drivers, tradesmen, clerks, farmers and bar keepers all over the 
country will show the inquirer that England again trusts its King. 
‘The pomp and ceremony of the Palace, the happy family life of the 
monarch, the Royal stables, and all the other symbols which the 
nglishman demands have been restored. And that, as the officials 
long Whitehall frankly say, will stand the Empire in good stead 
during the coming hard years. 

When Queen Victoria drove around London in her Jubilee proces- 
sion—the greatest triumph a British monarch ever had—someone in 
the crowd yelled—Go it, old Girl. You've done it well.” That 
is the feeling that many an Englishman has in his heare for Queen 
Mary. She's done it well.
